GABLE NEWS. 



An lusauQ Individual's Exploits lu an 
Biuleavor to Se& i^aeea 
Ylctoria. 



Pi'OteBt AgainBt Bnsaia Obtafningr Chi- 
nese Territory -Grave 81taa< 
Uon at Djeddali. 



London, June 7.— The little town of 
Ballot, near Balmoral, where the Queen is 
stopping, was startled this evening by the 
reoklnss firing of a revolver in the atroots. 
The yeuDg man who fired the pistol was 
arrested, and tt was fonnd that he had in 
bis poBsesaion a paper addressed to the 
Queen whom he intended to visit, Tho 
prisoner also had a letter addressed to Mr. 
Gladetono, and another addroased to Mr. 
Vftndorbilt, whoao daughter ho said ho de- 
sired to marry. A doctor who exumined 
tho young man eipreaaed the opip.ion that 
bo was inaano. 

The Standard In on editorial ontora a 
strong protest against Euesia being allowed 
any portion of Ctiinoso territory in return 
for the guarantee of a loan to the Chinese 
government. 

There was another oload bant at Stntt- 
garb yesterday erening over the same dia- 
triot and Eyeaoht valley was agabi flooded. 
Rems valley was also vhited by a water- 
spout, and there have been heavy thnnder- 
storms throughout the touthem portion cf 
Wurtemburg. The Danube and Neokar are 
greatly swollen. It is of&olally announced 
that the fatalities on Wednesday from the 
cloud burst over the Wurtemburg portion of 
the Bluok Forest amount to 500. At Balin- 
gen ^alouo thirty bouses wore domoUahod 
and many other buildings ware damaged. 

An oflicial .dispatch received at Berlin 
from Herr von Pubtkommer, ^overoor of 
the _Ganonon district of German West 
Africa, announces that tliero has been aevero 
fightiog with tho riiboUioiia Bokoko triboa. 
Four airongholda ot tho rebels have been 
stormed by German colonial troops ; two 
hundred tribesmen were killed and many 
others wore captured. Oa tho aide of the 
Germans twelve colonial soldiors wore killed 
and forty aoven wounded. In tho list of 
casualties there are no Germans. 

The British stoamor Davaur is ashore on 
Brigg's reof, near Belfast. Four hundred of 
her passengers have been landed by a coast 
guard boat. The steamer lies in an easy 
position and will probably be floated this 
evening. The Davaur has received assist- 
ance and will be floated on the next high 
tide in all probability. Brigg's reef, the 
spot where the steamer went ashore, is 
situated near Bangor, oonntv Down. 

A dispatoh from St. Feterabnrg aaya 
Rnaaia Is making strong efforts to everoome 
the obataclea wbloh interfere with the ex- 
port of her oattle and meats to the different 
Kuropean marlcets. At present no Rtuilan 
oattle are exported to Austria, England, 
Franoa and Oermany, exports of sneh oattle 
being confined to Turkey, Greece and the 
island of Malta. Russian meats are allowed 
in Oermany, bub the quarantine rnles, it is 
contended, are being abuied to its exolu- 
iion. England admits Russian meat, but 
complains of the quality. Lately it has been 
found very suitable for beef tea and a de- 
mand has baen created, it being used almost 
exolualvely for that purpose. The largoat 
conaumor of imported meats la England, 
that country using l,44O,-480,0OO to 1,661,- 
152,0(X) pounds onnuaily. Russia exported 
in 1893 only 17,000 oattle, 82,000 hogs, 16;!,- 
000 sheep, antl moat to tho value of 175,000 
roubles. Tho Lnited Statea supplies about 
three-fourths of all the moat for the Euro- 
pean demand. 

Tho situation at Djcddah is considered a 
very grave one for Europeans who have not 
been able to take refuse on board the foreign 
vessels in tho harbor. There are very few 
Turkish troops In tho garrison and tho town 
people eenorally are pleased at tho Bedouin 
attack on the foreign consuls and ab their 
wrecking of the cholera hospital. This 
being pilgrimage time, the religious feeling 
among the masses rnns very high and unless 
something is immediately done by one of the 
powore, or by Great Britain, Rossia and 
France, whose consalar representatlvea were 
murderously assaulted, to enforoe respeob 
for Europe, the lives of the latter will not 
be safe and a revolt of the Bedouins shortly 
is very probably, 

A small detachment of Spanish troops 
was surprised by a band of insurgents in 
Cuba, Gvo timee atrongor than the soldiers, 
and under command of Amadore Gurra, 
whilo the soldiora wore temporarily guard- 
a plantation at Tatlerno, near Manzanillo. 
Fierce lighting followed, in which the troopa 
lost one Borgeant and throo aoldiera killed 
and had aovon wounded. On tho other 
hand, tho infurgeutfl wore ctimpollod to re- 
tire and left on tho field four dead and nine 
wounded. Tho Iroope, aeaialod by a num- 
lur of volunteere, pursued the fleeing insur- 
gonta and captured five priaonora Another 
diapatch announcoa that a number of In- 
surgents recently mado an attack upon tho 
village of Gua, which was defended by a 
small dotachmont of troops commanded by 
Col, Cusbelanl, and tho Spanish soldiers 
igorously replied to tho fire of the enemy 
and tho insurgenta wore eventually routed, 
leaving three dead on the field and carrying 
away their wounded. 

Extensive floods are prevailing in the 
north of Spain and the southwest of France. 
The rivers have overflowed in varlona dis- 
tricts of Navarre, rendering oommnnioa- 
tion between the towna very difiSonlt. 
Around Pan the railway ia anbmerged and 
many factories have been Inundated. In 
many places the malls are conveyed by 
botvta. 

1'ho Standard, in its financial article, ex- 
presBoa an opinion that a aection of Man- 
hurla will bo ceded to P.UBfiia, to oompan- 
Bate that country for tho money just ob- 
tained by China us a loan. 

Fugitive Rudolph Sohnaubolb, alias Rinds- 
kopf, bhe man who threw the bomb at tho 
Chioago Haymarkeb riot, was to-day 
wounded In a fraoaa at Pinalajo. He will 
dio. 

It is stated in London that China must 
pay Russia for the loan at tho rato of ii per 
cent., Rusala pocketing tho diflerenco, 

hioh In tho first year will amount to £150,- 
000, 

The opinion prevails in oflSoial circles in 
St. Petersburg, that Rnssia while doing the 
best poaalble under the oircamstancos fcr 
tho welfare of tho Armenians, will not risk 
a ooDfliot with Turkey, as tho development 
of the question in the extreme direction ad- 
vocated by the English proas, would only 
endanger the quietude of Ruuian Armania, 



thus proving prejudicial to Russian intoroets 
generally. ' 

Reports recalved at Oldenburg are to tho 
efifeot that Keberadorf, a Hungarian water 
ing place, has been aobmorged by the aud 
den freshets of tha swollen mountain 
atrearoa. Twelve persons are missing. The 
torrents swept the country adjoining, carry- 
ing away many of the massive bridges, and 
the peasants Qod to tho hills for refuge. 
Many families are reported homeless. 

A dispatch to the Dally News from 
Vienna aaya that reporta from Keberdof 
make it evident that one hundred persona 
are miaaing at that plaoe as a reanit of the 
mountain floods. Eighteen dead bodiss 
have been recovered. 



CLEVELAND'S CABINET. 

Blcbard OInoy of Mnssachusotts to Succeed 
the Lato Mr. Ore a ham hb Secretary 
of .State. 

WASiriNCiTON, June 7. — Tho President 
this afternoon announced the following 
cabinet appointments : For Seoretary of 
State, Richard Olney of Massaohuaetts ; for 
Attorney General, Judion Harmon of (Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. Mr. Olney has been At- 
torney General during tho present Clove- 
land administration. Mr. Harmon has been 
for a long time judge of tho common ploaa 
oonrt, and ia a man about fifty years of age, 
and one of the moat oonspioaona lawyers in 
the West. 



NOEWAY AND SWEDEN. 



Threatening: Condition of Allairs Ne- 
cessitated the CalliDf; Uut of 
the Reserves. 



Endeavoi'8 to Settle the Differences 
Regarding: IGonsnlar Representa- 
tion of tbe United Kingdom. 



CiiuisTiANiA, Norway, June 7. — The 
Storthing, by a vote of 90 to 204, has 
adopted a compromise resolution to the 
offeob that while it ia the intention and pur- 
pose of tho Storthing to maintain complete 
Independence upon all national quostione, 
publlo policy requires the Immediate open- 
ing, with tbe oo-operation of the oabinet, of 
negotlatlona with Sweden looking towards 
tho settlement of the consular and foreign 
miniater question. Under the aot of union 
between Norway and Sweden as at present 
enforced, the foreign minister must be a 
Swede. For many years an agitation haa 
been carried on in Norway favoring a 
separate foreign minister for each country 
and a separate consular service throughout 
the world. 

So grave has the situation become at 
times that war has been threatened, because 
of Norway's objection to tho proviaiona re- 
quiring foreign ministers to be of the Swed- 
ish nationality. Internal diisensiona for a 
time disrupted the left of the Liberal party 
in Norway, the split occurring on the ad- 
dreea to the crown, the most conservative 
members thinking that the radicals were 
getting control of the party organization. 
Some of tbe oonaervativo leaders of the left 
party even went so far as to leave the hall 
of the storthing dnrlng the debate. The 
Norwegian papers have even Intimated that 
this dividing of the left party against itaelf 
might possibly cause civil war in Norway, 
but the general opinion has been that King 
Oscar, with on inoroasod majority of the 
right party, would be able to settle the diffi- 
culty between Norway and Sweden in a 
peaceable manner. 

On aooonnt of the threatening state of 
ftfTaira, however, all the Swedish army and 
navy reserves were oalled into oamp in vari- 
ous parts of Sweden on a scale unheard of 
in the history of the country. Thoao re- 
serves woro generally called Into aervico for 
three months. King Oaoar ordering bhe 
mobili/.ition In the Western portion of 
Sweden alone of 20,000 troopa during the 
month of June. 



WINNIPEG WlBINttS. 

Manitoba's Crops Never So Far Advanred Nor 
More Promising— University Convoca- 
tion— Httunier Wrecked. 

WiNNH'Ko, Juno 7. — (Special) — Superin- 
tendent hyte, of tho C. P.R.. has received 
reports of tbe condition of the grain orop 
from nearly every station agent on the CP. 
R. main and branch linos from tho Rod 
river to the Rocky mountaina. The atory 
they toll is unanimoua that crops were never 
ao far advanced at thia date in any previous 
year, and the prospeola are of an early and 
abundant harveat throughout the whole of 
Manitoba and the Territoriea, whore cereals 
aro grown. The frosts of lust month, ac- 
cording to tho teatimony of tho farmora, 
have boon a benefit, having strengthened 
the roots of tho wheat and made them atool 
out belter than if there bad been no oheok 
to early vegetation. 

The remalna of Willie MoMlllan, who lost 
his way on tbe prairie near . Pengartb, a 
nebtlement north of Begina, in February, 
1800, have been found and burled. Tbe lad 
periahed in a blizzard.

The annual oonvocation of the Manitoba 
university was held this afternoon in tho 
legislativQ chamber, when degrees were con- 
ferred and prizes presented. An unusually 
large nuinlior of ladies reooivod tho B. A.

WKECK OK THE "UOLIMA." 

She Wus Ovcrloiulpd, Ihidly Loniltd and 
Altu(;etht-r Top Heavy. 

San FitA.suisc'o, Juno 7. — Tho Call in ita 
aooount of the wreck of the Colima aa told 
by the survivors of tho wrecked veeael saya : 
The ship was overloaded, badly loaded aud 
top heavily loadod. All agree to it. When 
the gale atruok her she weathered it bkdly 
Then sbo careened. There was a lurch to 
starboard and she did aob right again. The 
men oalled out to the oaptaiu to out away 
the deok load of heavy spars, but the oap 
tain waa obdurate. He know his business, 
or rather fanaied he did, and would brook 
no auggestiona from what he oalled the terri- 
fied and panio stricken patsoneers, und they 
probably wore all he called them, for they 
coald Bee death et^irlng them in the face, 
while tho oiptain remained blind. The 
chip listed more and more. With appro- 
henaion everybody waited and hfld their 
breath till she should bear up and right 
again. But aho did not right. She Hated 
still more and then she lost her ateering 
powers. Tho captain rang for more steam, 
and would not cut loose tho deck load that 
might have saved her. S:eam could not 
help her. Tho engines were ta.xod to their 
utmost, and still tho vesael listed. 

Tho panic on board jtro A' worse, the fear of 
death moie iutonse. Then tho captain gave 
orders for tha crow to keep tho passengers 
within bounda Whether this order went 
as f.ir as tu wiihhold lito preservers from 
paasengt-rs and permit those who sou^jht to 
d ) so to oome on deck, where they might 
have a ohsnoe of battling with the uitvta, ia 
not known at pioaont. IVrhapa some fur- 
ther invostig ktiou will shortly come lo light 
on this poiui. At all events tho ciroci. of 
those orders was to turn the orow into lub- 
altern tyrants, who aoted as though thoy 
sought to prevent anyone from escaping tho 
doom that remained trafore them. Steerage 
and oabin passengero ajty they sought to ob 
tain life preservers and were forcibly re 
strained from doing so. Down In the steer- 
age, a guard was posted at the oompanlon- 
way door and those who escaped to the deok 
in time to cast them.s ilvca into iho tea before 
the vessel went down did so only by main 
forae, by kicking and Gghiicg tho guatd 
(Those who were saved are aome of those 
who were wiser than the captain ; who could 
see their peril clearly and had wi>i enough to 
throw themaelves into tho foaming sea be- 
fore the Colima gave her last list tc atar- 
board. As ahe did this the captain's whlatle 
sounded to out loose the deck load of epars 
One cf the rescued persons saya : 
" I stayed upon the ship until the last 
moment, and when I eame to the surface 
after my plnoge in the seething waves, I 
looked back and the Colima was not in eight. 
Aa quiokly as that she went down, and 
soorea were drowned in the steerage and 
oabin. I oanght a fl i.tng piece of timber 
and held fast. All around mo the sea was 
covered with wrecks H'', and every no v and 
then a human body tl jated by. Sometimes 
it was a woman, somotimoa a man, but their 
faoea were all turned upward Ail th it day 
those of ua who found a foothold on the hur- 
ricane deek raft aaw bodies floating past. 
Thov wore all dead. 

" Under the laws of the land it appears 
to havd been a oataatropho agoinit which 
no damages may lie in law, aUhough from 
the atoriea of tho turvlvora — and they are 
all of the same tenor — It ia plain that human 
skill and foresight might have prevented it. 

" But this waa not all. Ono of tho rea- 
cned pisaengers chargoa that Capt. Pitts, 
of tho San Juan, waa too haaiy in leaving 
the soene of tho disaster on the morning 
of the2H'h ult., after he bad rescued a 
number of tho shipwrecked men ; and this 
statement l.i corroborated by Capt. Long, 
of the steamer Willamette, who was a 
passenger on biard tho San Juan. The 
captain was not aatlBfiod with the ifljrts 
that were being made to aoarch for the 
shipwrecked people. He ralaed a volun- 
tary crew on board, and asked Capt. Pitts 
to let him take one of the San Juan's boats 
and go out in search. Capt, Pitts refused. 
Capt. Long went to the purser of the San 
Juan. After much pleading the parser told 
him to go ahead. Capt. Lang then took it 
upon himself to . one of the boats 
lowered. He and his erew oame' back with 
six more of the shipwrecked men. These 
b'z. In all probability, would nob b«ve been 
saved but for this disoI)edienoe of the ordera 
of Capt. Pitts. It was 8 o'olook Tuesday 
morning when the Qret shipwrecked man 
was picked up. At lU:4'>, two honrs and 
three-quarters later, Capt. Pitts, in hia un- 
seemly haate, steamed away from the aoene. 
Perhaps there wore others to save, perhaps 
there were not."

A JtlSINO MAN. 

Dr. Montague's apeeoh in tho Hudget de- 
bate IB epoken of on all aidea as a masterly 
efTort, It has been the fashion of tho 
Orits to speak of the Seoretary of State as a 
■mart stamp orator — a man wbo oan make a 
clever aad telling partlzan speeah, but that 
he will never shtne in Parliament aa a de 
bater. It Ic now aeon that Dr. Montague 
has been groatly undereatimatod. He has 
proved that he oan not 'only expose tho 
weak points of an opponent's apeeoh, and 
make his inoonsistenoiea appear in a ridlou- 
louR light, bob that he oan disouss political 
qnestiona in a broad way, thab he is a 
thinker and a reaeonor as well as a party 
fighter. 

Q?he speeches which Dr. Montague has 
made lately have ptacsd him in the foremost 
rank of parliamentary debaters. He is con- 
versant with the political history of the 
Dominion and he has shown that he Is well 
acquainted with tha publio record of every 
nno of his opponeata who ia worthy of notice, 
He ia also able to make the best use of his 
knowledge, whether of men or of facts and 
principles. Such a man so equipped ia a 
tower of strength to bis party and the dread 
of his opponents. With snoh a critic on 
the Government side of the House loadlnc; 
Liberals will be very carolul as to the state- 
monts they muko and tho argumonts they 
□ 80, for they know miarcpreaBntatinD will bo 
promptly and tellingly oorrccted and falla- 
cies and sophistries saathioKly exposed. 
The combative instinot Is strong in the Sec- 
retary of State and he does not aeem to 
know what fear means. 

Dr. Montague is comparatively a young 
man, and hia oiporlence of parliamentary 
life la nob great. He will, no doubt, im- 
prove and grow more formidable to hia op- 
ponents as he grows older. There is no 
doubt a brilliant politioal career before the 
Secretary of State if his life is apared. 
There is no position to which ho may not as- 
pire,and appoarancea Indicate that there la no 
position in the gift of tho people of Canada 
that he oannob worthily fill. Those who 
have come in contact with him in the way 
of business apeak very highly, of both hia 
oourtesy and his ability. He ia beyond 
doubt one of the rising men. 

INSPECT THB MILK. 

Attention is being directed to tho fre- 
quency with which milk ia the means of 
conveyed disease to oommunities. In 
several towns of the United States out- 
breaka of typhoid fever have been traced to 
milk snpplied by cows which had acccaa to 
polluted water. In tho town o£ Stamford, 
Uonn., there were a wook or eo a^o .'i.'IT 
oases of typhoid fever caused by the distri- 
bnblon of milk by one dealer. The persons 
attacked are of all olaases and of every grade 
of intelligence. Commenting on this visita- 
tion the New York Times says : 

One of the 'A'Al victims of a milk dealer's 
oarelessnesa or ignoranoo In Stamford is a 
well known physician, who is very ill, and 
anotlior ia his llttlo child. Certain mem- 
bora of tho doalor'a family had been hia 
pationtB, and ho permitted the dealer to 
supply milk to hia own family in aottlomonb 
of tho account. Thus tho child booame in- 
fooled, and, aome daya later, the phyeician 
himBclf took tho diaoaao. Although ho had 
viaitod ttio (io'ilor'a promiaoa repeatedly, the 
inaanitary conditionof tlioni — recently made 
known to everybody by tho health authori- 
ties — dooa not appear to have attracted his 
attention, nor did it BOom to him oxpodionfc 
to inquire whether tho milk supplied to his 
family had been o.xposod to dangerous pol- 
lution or infection. Another victim la the 
chairman of tho city council'a committee on 
health and Howora. 

A number of faota whioh have oomo to tho 
knowledge of tho publio, both of Canada and 
the United States roceully, point to the 
neoosBity of inapeoting oarnfuily and contin- 
uously not only the milk supplied to a com- 
manityi bat the cows thai givo tho milk, 
and the localities in which they aro kopb. 
When there ia tho least ground for Buaplclon 
tho milk should bo atorllizod. This can 
easily be done without impairing tho Qavor 
of the milk, and wltb'Very libble loai of time. 



The very great facllitloa of travel for whioh 
bhe presenb aga ia remarkable, have brouKht 
the different parto of the world closer to- 
gebher. No country can now be said to be 

isolated, and no country oan be considered 
very distant from any other. It follows, too, 
that what happens in any part of the world 
has a direct and almost an immediate in- 
fluence on other parts. Who, for inatance, 
a faw yeate ago woald believe that the 
sanitary condition of Mecca would have any 
effect upon, and infiuenoe the sanitary regu- 
lations of London, New York, Montreal, 
and hundreds of other oitios and towns with 
wtiiob Mecca has no connection that la 
apparenb to the auporficial observer, 
i'et the sanitary condition of Mecca 
may affect, and that most iDjurioasly, 
the inhabitauts of many countries and cities 
to which tho word Mecca Is little more than 
a geographical oxpreasion. 

This inlluence bus been reoognizad by the 
ivilizsd world in a very appreciable man- 
ner. To prevent bhe spread of disease from 
Mecca to other parts of the world an Inter- 
national Counoil of Health has been ap- 
pointed whoBo centre of oporationa ia Con- 
atantiuoplo. This council has beon already 
at work. It has made regulations which 
provide that, at tlie beginning of the pil- 
grimage season, twelve physicians (four 
olvll and eight military) and two druggists 
shall bo stationed in the holy distriot — tho 
olvil phyaioians to have ohiirgo ot tho sani- 
tary service and the military aurgoons to 
care for tho sick. Drug stores, which were 
recently opened in Meooa, must 
bo [kept open throughout the year. 
Three sanitary experts have been 
appointed whoso duty it shall bo to inspeot 
tho food fluppliod and to prevent theca from 
crowding together. The hospital ia a small 
ono and is to bo enlarged. A corps of nurses 
haa been or will bo organized, and a oonsid- 
orabls force of men will be employed to re- 
move refuse matter and do the needed work 
of dlelnfection. There are to be barracks 
at Joddah, tho seaport of Mecca. Both 
Jeddah and at Yanibo (another seaport) the 
authoritiea were a month ago preparing to 
furnish public supplies of wholosome water, 
to erect hospitals and establlah sanitary aer 
vice. Those holy places to whioh crowda of 
pilgrims are drawn at certain hours, aro to be 
cleaned thoroughly and disinfected every 
day. Tho following regulation is an im- 
portant one, because of tho manner in which 
tho germs of cholera are disseminated 
" Water tanks whioh have heretofore served 
all purposes, of ablution, washing anc 
drinking, shall hereafter be set aside ezolu 
sively for drinking water." 

Tho regulatlona are not for the sake of 
the unfortunate pilgrims, although thoy 
will ba very greatly benefittod by them. 
The Commission has been established and 
the regulations framed for the purpose of 
preventing the spread of cholera and other 
Infeotions diseases to Buropean countries 
and countries inhabited by Europeana. For 
hundreds of years pilgrims have crowded 
into the holy cities and sojourned there in 
suoh a way as to engender dreadful diseases 
bat as long aa those diseases devastated 
Mahommedan aountriea alone and deal 
mated the hosts of pilgrims on the home 
journey, nothing was done to make the holy 
cities healthy or to ameliorate the condition 
of tho pilgrims. But us soon aa it was found 
that the pllgrima carried the germs of di 
ease to their homes from whlob it spread 
to Christian countries an agitation was 
very properly raised to prevent the 
pilgrimages to Mecca being made the means 
of breeding cholera. A movement was sot on 
foot to have tho holy cities cleansed and to 
put the pilgrims undor strict and salutary 
sanitary regulatlona. It ie to be hoped that 
tbeae regalationa will serve the parposes for 
whioh they have been made, but it is to be 
feared that, if their enforcement is left to 
men of Eaatern races, many of them, and 
those not the least Important, will be little 
better than a dead letter. It ia aingular 
that the Mabommedana who make frequent 
ablations a religions duty, oannob be made 
to see the hurtfulneaa of dirt, or can be 
persuaded to regard the very first principles 
of sanitary law. 



rate for the Paris market. Bradstreet's, 
however, does nob encourage American 
speculators to go into the horse meat trade. 
It concludes a somewhat lengthy article on 
thoBubjoct with the following sentence: 
'* Reoenb Amerion experience of European 
tariffs, however, is not snoh as to lead to the 
belief thr.t a profitable trade in horse meat, 
If built up, would long continue, and tho 
outlook at present, therefore, is that Ameri- 
can horse brotdcrB will be forced, tor aome 
time at leaBt, to look io some other direc- 
tion for a maiket for their product." 



A SGATEIKG ATTACK. 

The following is the conoladiog paragraph 
of an article on the Secretary of State in the 
Mail and Empire of the ;tlab ultimo. From 
that article it ia very evident that Dr. 
Montague carried the war into Afrioi most 
effectively: "Tho Secretary of State has 
aid bare tho moral weaknesses of tho oppoa- 
ng party, and has carried the leaders 
through the mazes of their own platform 
utterances to the goal of which Mr. Liurior 
has spoken, ' free trade aa thoy have it in 
England.' Ho haa also ahown that while 
promising retronohtnont, u prime Liberal 
plank looks to tho enlargement of the sub- 
idlea to the spendthrift local Premiers, for 
whioh service Mercier paid In advance when 
he exploited the Quebec treasury and placed 
the proooeda in the campaign fund of 1891. 
In brief, the programme, in addition to tho 
national degradition involved in tho return 
of tho oorruptlonlsts to power, is loss indus- 
try and more taxes. Thia, we are asked to 
bollove, is to make as rich."

Owing to tho application of electricity to 
Btroet oara and tho introduction of the 
bioyule, horaos are going out of faahion. 
rhnro ia little demand for horaes in many 
places, and consequently they are selling at 
prices nbloh a few years ago would be oon- 
eidered ridioaloasly low. Owners of snper- 
Uuous huraoa aro, theraforo, looking out for 
a now market for them. It ia suggested 
that thoy bo sold to tlio butiuhors to be con- 
sumed by persons who cunnob afford to use 
the biigb-prioed meats ,with whlob tihe mar- 
ket la now supplied. Horse flesh has for 
some time been used aa an article of hnman 
food in Boveral of tho oitioB of Europe. It 
la aaid to bo both woll-flavored and nutriti- 
ous. To Buoh an extent haa horao llcah been 
uood in Germany that tho price of the claaa 
of horaoB consigned to the butcher has boon 
raised and borae flesh oan no longer be sold 
at the old cheap rate, about seven cents 
a pound. It ie said that the United States 
can supply the world with horse llosh — in 
an edible oondition. Conaul Tingle (of 
BrunawioU), in hia report aaya : " Horaes 
can bo raised in the Woat nnuob oheapor 
th»n oabtle. They oan be alaugbbered as 
easily, or they can be shipped alive across 
tho sea muoh more oaaily than cattle, and 
can bo sold either on tho hoof or dressed at 
a price certainly not greater than 7o. a 
pound, which the Gorman workman has 
hitherto paid. Canning is out of tho ques- 
tion, of course, bat the meat ia oonaumed in 
Germany in both a salted and a smokod 
state as well as froeli, and in oithcr ono of 
the throe conditiona American oxportors 
could furnish it." We have boon told that 
horsoa in good oondition can be bought in 
Waahlngton State for Qvo dollars a bead, 
and that they are being purobaaed at that

As the train came along on its way 
towards Viotoria thei oblM, whs wm near 
the house, seemed to be startled and ran 
upon the track right in front of the advanc- 
ing train. Engineer John Hughes at once 
reversed his engine and applied the air 
brakes, but before ho could bring the train 
to a standstill the front truck of tho engine 
paasod ovor the child, almoat cutting it in 
two. Tho accident waa reported when tho 
train reached tho city, and an inquest was 
ordered by the coroner, Dr. Uasell, for to- 
day at 2 o'clock. The train hands were all 
subpci?aaed as witnesses. 

A r.\-^K of 8on)0 Importance ua aireotiog 
a number of creditora of (jreon, Worlock it 
Co. 'a bunk, oame up in the County court 
before Mr. Juatice Walkem yeatorday. It 
was Malcolm v. Baavon and Y*tea, tho 
trustees of tho Green - Worlock estate.

NOAH BROOKS' RECOLLECTIONS OF 
THE GREAT TRAGEDY. 

The PrcHiilont Did Not Want to Go to tlu- 
Thoator, but Would Not DlHappoliit tlu^ 
Public — A Sorrowing Pooplo Unclor a 
Wecptni; SIcy TImt April niorninC' 

Tho aftemoon iiurt ovoniuj? of April 
14, 18G5, w<?re cold, raw and gnsty. 
Dai'k clouds (>uvcloped tho capital, uiid 
the iiir-NViLS chilly, with iwciisional show- 
ers. Latii ill tho iiftcnioou I filled an ap- 
pointment l>y calling on tho president at 
tlie AVliito House, and was told by him 
that ho "liadhad a notion" of sending 
for nie to go to the tlinater that ovouing 
with liini and Jlrs. Lincoln, but ho add- 
ed that Jlrs. Linccdn had already niiuio 
np a party to tako tho iilaco of General 
and Mrs. Grant, who hud somewhat un- 
expectedly left tho city for Burlington, 
N. J. The party was originally planned 
for the pnrpose of taking General and 
Mrs. Grant to see "Onr Amorican Con.s- 
in" at Ford's theater, and when Grant 
had decided to leave Washington ho (tho 
president) had "felt inclined to givo up 
the whole thing, ' ' hut tis it had been 
announced in the morning papers that 
this dist.inguisliod jiai'tywould go to tlio 
theater tliat night Airs, Lincoln had 
rather insisted tliat lliey ouglit to go in 
order that tho ox])eetant iiuhlic should 
not bo wholly <lis:q)iiojnte<l. 

On niy wayhome I nii't .Schuvler Col- 
fax, who was aliiiut leaving for Gali- 
foniia, and wlio tarried with mo on the 
sidewalk a little while, talking about 
the trip ;uid tho people whom I knew 
in San Francisco luid Sacrajnouto that 
he %vished to meet, Mr. Liiicoln had 
often talked with me tibont the possibil- 
ities of his eventually taking np his res- 
idonco in California after his t(Tm of 
office should bo over Ho thought, he 
said, that that country would afford 
better opportimities for his two boys 
than anj' of tho older states, and when 
he hoiu-d that Colfax was going to Cali- 
fornia ho was greatly interested in his 
trip and. said that ho hoped that Culfax 
v^onld bring him back a good rei)cirt of 
what his keen and practiced observation 
Avovild note in tli(( country whicli lie 
(Colfax) was about to see for the first 
time. 

Tho evening being inclement, I staid 
within doors to nurse a violent cold witli, 
which I was afflicted, and my roommate. 
Me A. , and I whiled away the time 
chatting and jilaying cards. About half 
past 10 our att(>iition was attracted to 
tho fretiuent galloping of cavalry or tho 
mounted patrol past the house which 
wo occupied on Now York avenue, near 
the state department building. After 
awhile quiet was restored, and we re- 
tired to our sleeping room in the re:u 
part of the house, ^ 

As I turned down tho gas I said to my 
roommate: "Will, I have guessed the 
cause of tlio clatter outside toiiiglit. You 
know "Wado Hampton hius disappeared 
■with his cavaliy somewhere in the 
moimtains of Virginia. Now, my theory 
of tho racket is that ho h;us raided Wiush- 
ington and h;us jioimi'od down uiion the 
president and has attempted to carry 
him off. " Of courso this wius said jo- 
cosely and without the slightest thought 
that tho presidinit was in any way in 
danger, and my friend, in a similar 
spirit, b;mtcringly replied, "Wliat good 
•wi^l that do tho rebs unless they cai-ry 
off Andy Johnson also?" Tho next 
morning I was awakened in the early 
dawn by a lond and hurried knocking 
on my chamber door, and the voice of 
Mr. Giirdner, the landlord, crying : 
"Wake, wake, Mr. Brooks ! I have diread- 
f ul news. ' ' 

I slipped out, tnmed tlje kef of the 
door, imd Mr. Gardner came in, pale, 
trembling ;uid woe begone, like him 
who "drew Priam's curtain at tlio deiul 
of night," and tuld liis awful story. At 
that time it was believed tliat the presi- 
dent, Mr. Seward, yU'c President John- 
son and oilier iiieiiiliers of the govern- 
ment had been killed, and this was tlie 
bm'den nf the tale that wa.s told to us. 
I sank back into my lied, cold and shiv- 
ering witli horror, and for a time it 
seemed as though tlie end of all things 
had <'oino. I was anmsed by tho loud 
weeping of my comrade, who had not 
left liis bi'd ill another jiart of the room. 

Wlieii we had .snflicieiit ly eoUi'eted 
ourselves to dress and go out of doors in 
the bleak and clicerless April morning, 
wo found in tho streets an extraordintiry 
Bjjectacle. They were suddenly crowdiHl 

with people — ill wuiiieii and children 

tlirouging the jiavements and darkinnng 
the thoroughfiire.s. Itseemodasit overv- 
body was in tears. Palo faces, streaining 
eyes, with now ami again an angrv, 
frowning counleiiance, were on everv 
side. Men and wcanen who were stran- 
gers accosted one auotliorwith disiressi d 
looks and tcm-ful jjifiuirios for tlie wel 
faro of tho president and Mr. Seward s 
family. The president si i 11 lived, bul. at 
half ptust 7 o'clock in th(^ moniing tlie 
tolling of tho bolls announced to lli(> la- 
menting people that he had ceased tu 
breathe. His great and loving heart was 
stilL Tlie last ofHcial bulletin from the 
war deiiartnieiit stated tliat lio died at 
g2 minutes ]i:ist 7 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of April lit. 

Instantly flags wore raised at half 
mast all over the city, tho bells tolled 
solemnly, and with incredible swiftness 
Wasliington went into dei^p, universal 
mourning. All .stores, government de- 
partments and jirivato offices were 
closed, and everywhere, on the most pre- 
tentious residences and on the humblest 
hovels, were tho black badges of grief. 
Nature schemed to syiiipatliize in the gen- 
eral lament atiou, and tears of rain fell 
from iIk^ moist and somber eky. The 
wind sighed moiinifnlly through streets 
crowded with sad faced jieople, and 
broad folds of funereal drapery Happed 
heavily in the wind over tho decorations 
of the day before. —Noah Brooks in Cen- 
tury. .
